present a spectacle not surpassed by the glories of 
Hyde Park. The movement with us has commenced 
earnestly, and business thickens on the Council. A 
thousand questions require to be answered, and as 
many inquiries have yet to be made. The arrange- 
ment of companies, the commencement of drill, the 
organisation of the true men of all classes, the selec- 
tion of uniforms, &c., have to be discussed and 
settled. Still, everything -can be, and shall be, 
matiaged by patience and prudence. Fortunately, 
we possess in the Phaoix Park a practice ground 
unrivaedin Europe, where an enormous butt 
was erected some half centrry since; and we have 
he advantage of our English brethren's experience 
to guide us in details, We enter upon the move- 
ment under the brightest auspices, and our task, 
henceforward, is to regulate, rather than to excite, 
enthusiasm. 

In our preteding articles we have shown that no 
change in the existing law is required. The ques- 
tion put last night by Captain O Connell was quite 
unnecessary, and Lord Palmerston could not answer 
it in any other terms than he did, these terms being 


who stated in the House that no change whatever 
„in the law was required“ We have, on indubitable 
authority, the unequivocal statement of Mr. Sydney 
Herbert, the Secretary of State for War, and that is 
conclusive on the subject.

T'he President of the Poor Law Board, by way of 
punishing the St. Pancras Guardians for inhumanity, 
advises the Dublin Board to pursue an idle chase to 
obtain justice, such as Mr. M‘Farlane at every 
step of procedure. Can matter rest here ? 


A rew days since was chronicled the dismal case of 
a ragged band of Papal Volunteers as they were 
trundled from frontier to frontier, on their way back 
to Ireland, by the Poor Law Guardians of Austria 
and Bavaria. Very recently, the Pope has had an 
opportunity of seeing an Irish row performed by 
those who are safely caged in Rome without achance 
of escape. Papal crimps promised all things to the 
recruits. They were to have not only roast fowl 
and claret daily, but splendid uniforms and commis- 
sions, Every man who claimed honourable birth 
was certain to be made an officer; and, as every 
lrish peasant is a lineal “descendant of Irish ki 

the Pope's Brigade was likely to consist of all office 
but no soldiers. General Lamoriciere fought in Al- 
giers, and is unpleasantly strict in military discipline. 
MacMahons, O Connells, Sullivans and O Briens, were 
“treated to the lash when refractory. The magnifi- 
cent bounty promised by the Pope has dwindled 
down to twopence-balf-penny a day, which an unfor- 
tunate correspondent of the Nation, who entreats his 
srandmother to pray for him, tells us is worth five- 
pence in that coumtry—it goes so far! One young 
gentleman was so sure of his commission that he 
procured a uniform beforehand, or, at least, a pair of 
showy epaulettes. Lamoriciere ordered him to doff 
this unauthorised insigna, but the “ officer fled to 
the Irish College, where he was cut down by 
gendarmes. Then came a gathering of Irish 
crusaders, with fixed bayonets, to avenge him. The 
Belgians and Swiss were ordered under arms, the 
shops were shut, and the whole quarter was in con- 
fusion. Numbers of Irish have applied to the British 
Consul for passports and means to defray their pas- 
sage home, but they are no longer countrymen of 
his. They belong to the Pope, body and soul, and 
a terrible time they are likely to have of it, until 
Garibaldi appears to deliver them. 

The number of Irish crusaders actually in Italy 
is stated to be about 1,250—of these 500 are at 
Rome, 250 at Spoleto, and 500 at Ancona. It would 
be well if the British Consuls at these places would 
ascertain the condition of these men. We cannot 
forget that they have been countrymen of ours, 
duped and deceived by others. They have been 
ensnared with false pretences, and though, in the 
heat of youth and fervour of religious enthusiasm, 
they have committed a grave error, still it is 
pitiable to think that they can be sabred by Papal 
gendarmes and lashed by French drummers with 
impunity. They have received a fearful les- 
son, and one they are not likely to forget. 
If, in a body, they petitioned the British Consul 
to protect them, a remonstrance might procure 
their release. The advisers of the Pope knew well 
that these men were entrapped in direct defi- 
ance of the caution issued by the British Govern- 
ment,and they have no right whatever to detain them. 
[heir friends at home should at leas spare something 
from the Pope's tribute money to rescue them. 
Had the Volunteer movement been permitted at the 
first, there would have been no craving for foreign 
service. The militia is not a force which the Irish 
peasant would willingly embrace; he has been 
warned by his.priests not to enlist in the line; yet he 
longs for something resegabling military life, and 
would heartily join his landlord or his friends if local 
Volunteer companies were formed which would not 
take him from his home or calling, and yet would 
give him much that is attractive of a soldier's life.

. SARDINIA. 

Tort, Jury 2.—We have had staying here for the 
last fortnight the celebrated Provencal engineer, M. 
Talabot. He has come to arrange the separation in the 
management of the Italian and Austrian railways, as, 
in consequence of the territorial changes produced by 
the last war, a new settlement is necessary. M. Tala- 
bot represents the company of the Lombard and 
Central Italian lines; it was he who negotiated 
with the Government and signed the convention 
How sanctioned by the Parliament. During his 
here he has received pressing despatches 
“from Naples. The Count of Aquila, uncle to the 
present King, urges him to go there, form a cotopany, 
and construct a railway from Naples to the Mediterra- 
nean. Now the concession to do this was solicited 
twenty years ago by M. Bayard, a French engineer, 


_ who saw its great commercial importance, but his ap- 
_ plication was refused. 


After him Signor Mélisurgo, 
who represented the English capitalists, made his pro- 
posals, and met with a similar rebuff. After that M 
D’Ajout, who had written pamphlets and articles in 
newspapers on alt of Ferdinand IL, received a pro- 
mise which of course was broken, and it was droll 
enough to see M. I Aout appealing to public opinion 
against that very system of tyranny which he had been 
previously deten Now, it M. Talabot were to ac- 
cept the offers so tardily made by the Count of Aquila, 
the whole of Europe would be told that the Neapolitan 
Government is making every effort to improve the coun- 
try, that it is undertaking great works, is creating em- 
‘ployment for the people, and promoting to the best of 
its ability the development of the national resources with 
a view to future progress and civilisation. But M. Ta- 
labot is in no hurry to conclude this affair at a moment 
when public confidence has been so utterly withdrawn 
from the kingdom of Naples. 

Many young men have left Turin this day for Genoa, 
where they embark for Sicily. A part of them came 
here from Parma. Two thousand five hundred volun- 
teers will be collected betore to-morrow night at Genoa. 
_I regret, however, to say that the latest news received 
here from Sicily is not good. Since Garibaldi’s 
wondérful triumph the period has arrived for carrying 
out the political organisation, but the fighter of battles 
is no adept in polities; passions, fatal ambitions, and 
the like, aresugging around him, which he, who thinks 
all men honest and disinterested like himself, is quite 
unable to allay, and therefore discord has begun to show 
itself even in his camp. I mentioned to you in a 
former letter that the Republican party had gone to Si- 
cily. At frst it was thought that the party in ques- 
tion had not a chance of success for any of its plans, 
but we now see that if it can do no good under the ac- 
tual circumstances of Europe it can doa word of mis- 
chief by dividing men’s minds. It has taken advantage 
of La Farina’s mission to the island to spread abroad 
the rumour that there is a party which wishes 
to deprive Garibaldiof his power. If La Farina really 
loves his native land the best thing he can do is to quit 
it immediately and so baffle the insidious purport of that 
rumour. 

There is a report here that the Piedmontese politi- 
cian who was always elected deputy by the Radical op- 
position, and still enjoys Garihaidi’s confidence is pre- 

poring to leave for Sicily. His name is Lorenza 

Valerio, and he is at present the governor of Como, and it 
is given out that He means to resign office in order to 
rejoin his fried, and study the state of affairs on the 
spot. 

It \s said that the Neapolitan Government is 
*.riving hard to obtain the alliance of Piedmont, 
from a conviction of its great moral support and 
prestige to themselvc,, and that Prince Petrulla is 
to be sent to Turin to negociate it. Yon see into 
what embarrassment they are endeavouring to plunge 
our Government. We journalists can say that the 
King of Naples is committing a despicable act, that he 
is not sincere, that he is meditating treachery, and can 
cite a recent instance of Bourbonic perfidy, the retrac- 
tation of his pledged faith by the Count of Montemolin. 
Bat, unfortunately, Count Cavour cannot say this, what- 
ever-his own convictions may be. Diplomacy weare 
shackles, from which we are free. Machiavelli's rule is, 
“that when we wish to escape one delemma we ought 
not to run into another—that prudence consists in well 
appreciating the qualities of the several? evils, anc 
selecting the least.” Let us hope Count Cavour will 
choose the least, He wil! certainly not forget that the 
King of Naples before he yielded, consulted three 
Jesuit priests, before whom he place a fuil statement 
of the case, and then asked im if he could grant a 
Constitution without endatigering his salvation. The 
three counsellors rcplied that people may do what the: 
can to free themselves from grave and inevitable 
danger, provided they subsequently do penance. Ibn 
the et’ ical code of the Jesuits it is no injustice t 

believe that penance outweighs the unpopularity and 

infamy of breaking one’s word selemnly given to a ta 
credulous people. 

On Saturday night last the King presided over th. 
cabinet council, which sat long ; at day-break he started 
for Vaudier, on a chamois hunting expedition. He says 
he is tired of sitting still, and that he requires ae. 
ment to keep himself in health. The Ministers Cavour, 
Farini, and Casini, spent the day yesterday in the

| ment, On Th the Count of Syracuse, Villamarina, 
and the Minister of Foreign Affairs had an interview, 
and yesterday his royal highness, with the Sardinian 
Minjster, an audience of the King. I believe that 
the influence of his royal highness, who is reconciled 
with his Majesty, has already had good results, and in 
a great measure may be attributed to him the removal 
of the Queen Mother and the young princesses to 
Gaeta last Thursday night. They were not permitted 
to go to Austria, to avoid the possibility of its being said 
that they were intriguing with that court. It is possi- 
ble, if the answer of the court of Sardinia be favourable, 
that an embassy will be sent from Naples to Turin, and 
that the Count of Syracuse will represent it. Sicily 
will of course be an immense difficulty ; but if any ar- 
rangement is yet possible this Government is prepared 
to offer another separate constitution for that of Naples, 
and a viceroy, to be elected by themselves, from the 
royal family of Naples. Orders have been telegraphed 
to Messina to suspend all hostile measures against 
Garibaldi, and, at the same time, a request has been 
made to the court of Turin to use its best offices with 
Garibaldi to induce him not to act until some arrange- 
ment has been come to. 

Another important fact to be communicated is that on 
Thursday night last the captured vessels, the Utile and 
Charles and Jane, were released; and on the word of 
Villamarina that they should go direct to Genoa, men 
and all; they were not accompanied by a Neapolitan 
vessel. The release was made in the form of a favour, 
and in‘wgery flattering terms to the Minister of the 
United es, who refused to t it as a favour, 
stating that the affair was no longer in his hands, and 
entering a protest, which was accepted by Di Martino. 

From further details which I have gathered, the at- 


tack on Baron Brerfier would seem to have been pre- 
mediated, as two men presented themselves, one ‘on 
each side of the carriage, and struck, one the coachman, 
and the other, the baron, Several people have been ar- 
rested on suspicion, but I believe it found impossi- 
ble to identify them. A large aaditional body of men 
were marched into the capital on Thursday night. 
During the day the troops at Caserta mutinied, and 
such another sack as they lately had in Palermo. 

t night's journal decrees an extension of ten days to 
bills payable between the 20th and 30th inst. A serious 
of decrees dismisses the most odious commissioners of 
police and intendents, Some of the commissaries are 
in the Castle Novo. 

After Post.—Since making up my letter I hear 
in high quarters that there is little expectation of a 
favourable answer from Piedmont, and the country 
will, as a consequence, be a prey to revolution ; the 
fixed idea of the majority of the nation is to get rid 
of the Bourbons, and Victor Emmanuel alone could 
save them. Nevertheless, Francis II., under the 
influence of fear, it is true, is disposed to go the 
whole length. The foreign troops have been counter- 
manded at the ports in the Adriatic, and the most 
obnoxious of the police have been arrested. I hear 
that several were killed the other day; indeed I can 
pretty well verify that four or five at Torri dell’ 
Anunziatata, enjoying the reputation bf spies, were 
killed. Nothing can exceed the fury of the people 
against this race. 


FRANCE AND NAPLES. 


A letter from Turin of the 30th ult., 
pen dan ce, says :— 

The French Government and its representative, 
Baron de Talleyrand, have not yet renounced the hope 
of bringing about a reconciliation and alliance between 
the Governments of Turin and Naples. Count Cavour 
has made known to the baron that a negative reply to 
the propositions of alliance of the Neapolitan Govern- 
ment had already reached Naples; but the French 
Envoy is stated to have remarked that the conduct of the 
Neapolitan Cabinetin this affair has not yet assumed 
any official character ; that no direct proposition had 
been presented, and that consequently the refusal made, 
through M. de Villamarina to enter into discussion does 
not imply the abandonment of negociations, which 
strictly speaking, have not yet been commenced. It is, 
therefore, believed here that a Neapolitan ambassador 
is to come to Turin to communicate officially the decres 
signed at Portici on the 25th of June, and to draw uf 
propositions forthe alliance, of which the decree itsel! 
speaks.”

CHURCH EDUCATION SOCIETY. 
EXAMINATION OF TEACHERS AND PUPILS. 

Yesterday, the viva voce examination of the outgoing 
teachers of this great and useful society took place. 
under circumstances the most auspicious and encourag 
ing, in the Training School, Kildare-place. A large 
and fashionable assemblage of ladies and gentlemen were 
present, including the Earl of Erne, the Lord Bishop 
of Cashel, the Rev. Mr. Slater, the Rev. A. Leeper, the 
Rev. J, Carroll, the Rev. Maurice F. Day, the Rev. ii 
Verschoyle, the Rev. William Brandon, the Rev. J. M 
Hobson. the Rev. G. W. Dalton, Rev. W. P. Walsh, 
Rev. Giles Shaw, &c., &c. 

T'he pupils had been examined five days previously 
by paper questions, some of which may be inserted here, 
as proving the extent of their acquirements, and the 
enlarged system of elucation pursued by the society. 
In the Old Testament History, the following questions 
were put, inter alias :— 


peculiar temptations to which the Israelites were ex- 
posed after their coming into the possession of Canaan, 
as enumerated by Moses in Deuteronomy? What was 
the portion of the Tribe of Levi? Explain the ex- 
pression ‘watering by the foot,’—Deut. xi. 10. Where 
did the Pharisees get the idea phylacteries? State in 
full all that the Scriptures tell regarding the cities of 
refuge ; their localities, times of appointment, laws, 
typical bearing, &c. Draw a plan of the Temple, show- 
ing ite several courts, and the positions of the chief 
articles ot ite sacred furniture. Give an account of the 
chief ‘Judges’ of Irsael. State the several chief divi- 
sions of the Book of Job.” 

Prorurctes. —“ Although the Book of Jonah con- 
tains no explicit prophecy of Ohrist, still we have high 
authority for believing that it contains a remarkable 
prophetic intimation of Him. Give an analysis of Psalm 
XXII. asa prediction of the humiliation and suffering of 
our Lord. LEzekiel’s vision of the dry bones predicts a 
circumstance which was not fulfilled at the restoration 
after the Babylonish captivity. From what passages in 
the Book of Malachi can we argue against the Jews, 
that either Messiah has come, or the prophecy has failed? 
The cessation of idolatry among the Jews after their 
rejection of Christ is expressly foretold in connection 
with their present dispersion. The failure of the at- 
tempts made by the Jews, after the captivity, and at 
other times, to unite themselves with the Gentile nations, 
is predicted by Ezekiel. In what especial particular was 
John the Baptist a greater prophet than all those who 
had preceded him?” 

In the New Testament, from Romans and Hebrews, 
the fullowing were some of the questions :— 

“ How did Christ come to fulfil both the Moral and the 
Ceremonial law ? State your views as to the doctrine 
of * justification.” Illustrate from Epistles to the 
Romans and HePrews. State your views upon the 
doctrine of ‘ sanctification,’ illustrating them from the 
same source. St. Paul refers in Hebrews ili. to the trial 
of the people of Israel at the waters of Meribah. W hai 
point does he seek to establish by the reference! 
Enumerate the several points in which St. Paul con- 
trasts the priesthood of Aaron's line with the priest- 
hood of Christ. In Hebrews viii. St. Paul makes along 
quotation from the Book of Jeremiah : show its bear 
ing on his argument, add its especial value as a New 
Lestament Scripture to ourselves,” ' 


GosprrELas.—" Show from internal evidence that St. 
Luke designed his Gospel for Gentile readers in par- 
ticular. What was the only miracle performed by our 
Lord which the Jews refused to believe ? Show why 
their incredulity in thie particular instance was what 
might be expected. Give an account of the tenets of 
the Herodians, the Sadducees, and the Pharisees—al) 
mentioned in Matt. axii.—and show the appropriateness 
of the questions with which each party endeavoured to 
confound our Lord.

expanded by use and exercise. The rev. gentleman 
then pointed out in foreible langugge the great impor- 
tance of correct English composition, which, he said, 
was too little considered, and the result was that a la 
mentable majority of awkward writers were to be found 
abroad. Nothing was more essential than putting one’s 
thoughts on paper in uncompromising black and white. 
It had a wonderful effect ju checking exuberance. 
Many of the compositions which, in reply to bis invita- 
tion, had been sent in by the pupils were deserving 
uf the highest praise, and even the least meritorious 
amongst them was indicative of industry and ability. 
He wished to advise hig young friends in the choice of 
companions, and the dangers to be avoided in encoun- 
tering the false faces of thosé who were only lying 
ia watch with emiles to defame and corrupt when 
portunity arose. It was not necessary that the should 
be intolerant, nor at the same time latitudinarians.
